Long 
continued 


blowing of whistles, the ringing of 
church and college bells, the 
use of 


every noise-making device known 
to 


the small boy and his older brother, 
all were used to give the dying twelve- 
-rnonth a fitting- send-off 
and the in- 


coming year a hearty greeting. 


Beginning 
five 
minutes 
before 


twelve o'clock, the 
whistle of an en- 


gine in the railroad yards at the west 
end of town gave the 
signal for 
the 


demonstration, and 
scarcely five sec- 


onds after its first blast it seemed 
as 


though Gettysbuig had suddenly be- 
come a mighty manufacturing center, 
with every factory sounding its siren 
at the same-moment. Above the din of 
the whistles could be heard the 
vari- 


ous bells of town ringing from 
their 


towers, and all of this kept up for 


1 many minutes after 
the 
midnight 


hour was officially passed. 


Parties in various sections of 
to-v.n 


lent their assistance and young rr.en 
and women armed with tambourines, 
tin pans, horns, and other noise-mak- 
ing device1.* assembled in front of 
homes to contribute their share to Ihe 
din. In the north end of town the use 
of Roman candles added to the cele- 
bration, and Gettysburg surely did 
bring in the new year in great shape. 


The wishing of ''Happy New Year'' 


wa.s 
l>oadca?t at the stroke of twelve 


and not a few there wera who called 
friends by telephone st the midnight 
hour to extend the time honored, but 
none the less sincere greeting.

"In reply to the second American 


Ancona note, the 
Austro-Hungarian 


government fully 
agrees 
with 
the 


Washington cabinet that the sacred 
laws on humanity should be taken in- 
to account also in war, and emphasizes 
tliat it, in the course of Una war, Uaa 
given numerous prools of the most 
humane feelings. 


"The Austro-Huugarian government, 


too, can positively concur in the pim- 
clple that enemy private vessels, so 
far as they do not fly or offer resist 
aiice, shall not be destroyed before 
the persons aboard are secured. 


"The assurance 
that the 
United 


States government attaches value to 
the maintenance of the existing good 
relations 
between 
Austria-Hungary 


and the United States is warmly re 
ciprocated by the Austro-Hungary gov- 
ernment, which now, as heretofore, 
is anxious to render these relations 
still more cordial." 


The Austro-Hungarian government 


then communicates the results ot the 
inquiry into the sinking of the An 
cona, which recently was concluded.

BRITISH CRUISER 


SUNK BY EXPLOSION 


The Natal Wrecked and Oner 


300 of Grew Perish, 


London, Jan. 1.—The British armor- 


ed cruiser Natal was sunk while in 
harbor as the result ot an internal ex- 
plosion. 
There are about 400 survi- 


Yors. 


The admiralty has given no indica- 


tion as to the place of the Natal dis- 
. aster. The loss is generally attribut- 
ed to foul play. Attention is called 
to the disasters which overtook the 
British battleship Bulwark, which was 
jlown up off Sheerness, in November, 
914, with the loss of 700 men, and 
he Princess Irene, blown up in Sheer- 
ness_harbor last May, with a'loss of 
between 300 and ^40(1 lives. 


The Natal's sinking is the severest 


oss the British navy has sustained in 
several months. No British naval ves 
sels of importance 
had been sunk 


since last Man, when the Triumph 
and Majestic were torpedoed at the 
Dardanelles, the Natal, although a 
powerful man-of-war, was laid down 
eleven years ago, and her displace 
ment was only about one-half of the 
largest British sea fighters.

violence, Russia maintains a luyateii- 
otis reticence regarding her military 
operations there. 


U seems, certain, however, that ex- 


tremely important events, the full sig- 
nificance of which are not as yet offi- 
cially disclosed, are occurring at the 
oiily point where Russian armies caii 
bring any pressure to bear ou the Bal- 
kan situation without actually cross- 
ing Rumanian territory. 


Many reports have reached London 


that the Austro-German and Bulgarian 
forces are not only abandoning all 
preparations for an advance in Mace- 
donia, but are actually withdrawing 
troops from this front, their action be- 
ing attributed to the Russian offensive 
in Bessarabia, but most of thebe des- 
patches bear the impression of the 
wish being father to the thought. 


Telegraphing from Petcograd, the 


correspondent of the ,Pall.,Mall Ga- 
zette says. 


"Russian joint operations with Ru- 


mania are on the point of beginnings. 
Rumania will light with us, although 
not for us. Her siding with the en- 
tente is not the result of French or 
English sympathies, but an endeavor 
to realize the Rumanian 
dream of 


sovereignty over Bukowina and Tran- 
sylvania. 
As preparation for Ruma- 


nia's entry into the war, Russia's aim 
is to conquer Bukowina for the bene- 
fit of her new ally. This task can be 
accomplished in a few weeks. 


"The Rumanians will then fortify 


the new province and -march with the 
Russians through Bulgaria and Tran- 
sylvania, while simultaneously 
the 


Italians, French, British and Serbians 
will deal blows ou other fronts." 


An Amsterdam despatch &ays the
